One of the most important elec­ 
tions in United States history takes 
place next Tuesday. Registrations 
are greatest ever recorded. Results 
are in doubt. Although in the straw 
balloting, Roosevelt is ahead, much 
of his seeming lead may be due to 
the fact that dissatisfied ones may 
be most inclined to send in straw 
votes.

The great American pastime of 
running for office by promiscuous 
men, (women haven’t yet reached 
that stage) some day may be uni­

The result so far is a dis­ 
tinct degeneration of our political 
activities. 
With every conceivable 
type of humanity so eager and hun­

The notion that 
somehow Government, either Fed­ 
eral, State or local, or any other 
branch of our highly complicated

a fallacy that so far is mostly ig­ 
nored, not so much bv the voters 
as the aspirants themselves. 
Any business th at 
looks to its

to conduct its affairs. It would be 
idle for any man of m eager exper­ 
ience and ability to expect to be 
offered a position of great trust 
and management of an im portant 
industry. 
The same holds true in 
the professional branches. But not 
so when it comes to politics, which 
is in itself a 
science 
of Govern­ 
ment, and practically requires the 
same careful selection of its admin­ 
istrators, or more so, as any other 
human activity, for 
efficient and 
proper management of any single 
one of our numerous Governmental 
organizations from the smallest up.

Home owners, farm ers and farm

Because of tax delays and tax 
delinquencies in Cook county, its 
credit was exhausted last winter 
when it became necessary to bor­ 
row for Emergency Relief, largely 
to be expended in Chicago.

state’s credit was good, and it was 
arranged 
therefor, 
in order to 
raise funds, th at the state appro­ 
priate $20,000,000; authorized $25,- 
000,000 additional tax; then sold

same time, the proposed State bond 
issue of $20,000,000, to redeem ai!

they pass between them for long 
city blocks when they reach a point 
some twenty-two miles out as they 
come through “the Heights” as the

EDITOR S NOTE 


Hermann C. Benke. of Chicago, 
author of today’s article en the 
trees of Arlington Heights, has 
been interested in plant study 
for the greater poi lion of his 
life— he is now 63 years of age. 
He has traveled in 38 of the 
states and over the line into 
neighboring countries and col­ 
lected wild plant specimens in 
most of them. These were placed 
in the Field Museum of Chica­ 
go, in the Milwaukee Public Mu­ 
seum and others, from which du­ 
plicates find their way to other 
institutions in this, and in for­ 
eign countries. His contributions 
to the Field Museum alone now 
number over 5,500 specimens— 
some new and many of them 
very rare. 
Arlington Heights,

notes give authenticity to his

Mr. Benke is best known to

Their common names 
go much by color appellations, an 
white, black, blue, green, and red 
ash. 
These names are rather fan­ 
ciful, for their separation, in most 
cases is not easy, requiring bot­ 
anical knowledge.
